It includes the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, 9.000 tons dis- 
placement and 20 guns in the main bat- 
tery ; proltuled cruisers Columbiif and 
Minneapolis, 7 ,'!00 tons displacement 
each, and II guns iu their batteries ; 
battleship Massachusetts, 10 200 tons and 
10 guns in the main battery ; battleship 
Texas, 0 300 tons and 8 gima In the main 
battery. Tlie Brooklyn is the llagsbip. 


The Minneapolis is tho fleetest snip in 


the American navy, with the Columbia 
'iext iu point of speed. The battleships 
are slower, averaging about 15 knots, 
but their heavy armament, aud guna is 
••mother adjunct of effectiveness in the 
makeup ol this squadron. 


Tiie strength of tho Hying squadron 


for fighting purposes is remarkable. 
In 


main and secondary batteries the five 
ships carry 129 heavy guns, in addition to 
vvhich there are three torpedo tubes on 
the Btooklyn and sixteen Oadiiig guns 
in the lighting tops of the war vessels. 


Of IB-inch guna, sending at each shot 


1 1.30 pounds of iron aud steel at an 
energy of.'! 000 tons to the foot, there are 
four; 
of 12-inch guns 
carrying 8-tO 


pounds of metal at each shot, there are 
two; of S inch guns there are ten. In 
ihs rapid-lire guns, capable of the most 
appalling dbstruction, there are 14; 0- 
iuch guns, eiijht; 5 inch guns, 10, and 
besides there are 4-inch guns and in- 
numerable 0 pounders and 1-pounders.

In calibre of fighting guns the Massa- 


chusetts is the most formidable battle- 
ship in tho world 
Slie is completely ar- 


mored, with only one lighting top, and 
aarries four 13 inch breech-loading rifles, 


In addition to the parts of the Presi- 


dent's message published in our last, issue 
the following from the same document 
will be of interest to our readers : 


In Apiil, 1898, the evils from which 


our country suffered through the (Jubau 
war became so onerous that my piedeces- 
sor made an effort to bring about a peace 
through a mediation of this Government 
iu a way that might tend to an honor- 
able adjustment of the contest between 
•Spain and her revolted colony, on the 
basis of some effective .scheme of self- 
government for Cuba under the flag and 
sovereignty of Spaiu. 


It failed, through the refusal of the 


Spanish Government then in power to 
consider any form of mediation, or, in- 
deed, any plan of settlement which dirt 
not begin with the actual submission of 
Hie insurgents to the mother country, 
and then only on such terms as .Spain 
herself luiglr, see fit to i^rant. The war 
continued unabated. Tlie resistance of 
the insurgents was iu no wise diminished. 


Spain Grew Mem; A«gj-es^ivo. 


The efforts ot Spain were increased 


both by the dispatch of fresh levies to 
Cuba arid by the addition to the horrors 
of strife in a new and inhuman phase, 
happily unprecedented in the modern 
history of civilized Christina peoples. 
The policy of devastation and coucautra- 
Uon, inaugurated by the Captain Gener- 
al's band of October, 1S9G, iu the pro 
vince of I'mar del Kio, was thence ex- 
tended to embrace all of: the island to 
which the power of the Spanish arms was 
able to reach by occupation or by mili- 
tary operations. 


The peasantry, including all dwelling 


in the open agricultural interior, were 
driven into the garrison towns or isolated 
places held by the troops. The raising 
and moving of provisions of all kinds 
were interdicted. 


The fields were laid waste, dwellings 


unroofed and fired, mills destroyed, and 
iu short, everything that could desolate 
the land and render it. unfit for human 
habitation or support was commanded 
by one or tiie other of the contending 
parties, and executed by all the powers 
at their disposal. 


Mis«ry ;iml Starvation Killed. 


By the time the present Administra- 


tion took office, a year ago, recoucentra- 
tiori—so-called—had been made effective 
over the better part of the four central 
and western 
provinces—Santa Clara, 


Matanzas, Havana and ljinar del liio. 


The agricultural population, to the es- 


timated number of 300 000 or more, was 
herded within the towns and their im- 
mediate vicinage, deprived of the means 


eurring struggles for dominion in Span- 
ish America, so wisely consistent with 
our just principles have been tbe action 
of our Government that we have, under 
the most critical circumstances, avoided 
all censure, and encountered no other 
evil than thai produced by a transient 
estrangement of good will in 
those 


against whom wa have been by force of 
evidence compelled to decide. 


"It has thus made known to tho world 


that the uniform policy and practice of 
the United Stales is to avoid all inter- 
ference in disputes which merely relate 
to the internal government of other na- 
tions, and eventually to recognize the 
authority of the prevailing party with- 
out reference I o our particular interests 
and views or to the merits of thn original 
controversy.

A War Month. 


It is a remarkable coincidence, says an 


exchange, revealed through historical facts, 
that the month of April is the war month 
of onr country. During other months of 
the year we have had war aud war rumors, 
but, 
strange as it may seem, "they gener- 


ally found their beginning and oftimes 
their ending during tbe month of April. 
The war for American independence bad 
its beginning on the battlefields of Lexing- 
ton aud Concord, April 19 1775, and Gen- 
eral Washington announced to his troops 
the suspeusion of hostilities April 19, 1783, 
just eight years later. 


Tlie first blood shed in the Mexican war 


was on the 26th day of April, 1843. Gen- 
eral Taylor had sent a force ot sixty dra- 
goons under Captain Thornton to recon- 
noitre the Mexican lines. The dragoons 
were surprised and lost sixteen killed. 
The remainder were taken prisoners. 
Thornton alone escaped. 


Tbe first gun in the late Civil "War was 


tbe shot that wna heard around the world 
on the I2th of April, ISfil, when Fort 
.Sumpter was flred upon ; and on April 15 
President Lincoln issued his proclamation 
Uiilling for 75,000 men. In response to this 
call the Logan Guards of Pennsylvania 
arrived at Washington on April 18, being 
the first volunteers to report for the de- 
fense of the capitoi. 
On tbe lf>th the 


Sixth Massachusetts Regiment was fired 
upon in the streets of Baltimore. That 
night the Norfolk Navy Yard was burned 
and Harper's Ferry Arsenal was taken. 


Richmond fell into the hands of onr 


troops April 3, 1865. General Lee surren- 
dered on the 9th, and on the 12th, "the 
army of northern Virginia, formed in di- 
visions for the last time, and marching to 
u designated spot near Appomattox Court 
House laid down its arms and disbiincled," 
occuring just four years from the time Fort 
Sumter was Jl-ed upon. Johnson's agree- 
ment to surrender was first signed on 
April 18, just four years from the time the 
first troops arrived to protect our capitoi. 


President Lincoln was assassinated April 


14 and died on the Jotb, four years from 
the time he issued tbe call for troops. 
It 


is to be hoped that we shall not see another 
war, and if it is not declared during April 
tbe nation may escape it.

Texas, and of the avowed purpose of tlie 


confidence, to suggest wisdom when pas- 
sion and excitement have their sway, and 
to assume the part of peacemaker, 


Mfilhiliuii Firmly Uoclliioil. 


"In this view, in the earlier days of 


the contest, the good ollices ot the Unit- 
ed States as a mediator were; tendered 
in good faith, without any selfish pur- 
pose, in the intere.it of humanity aud in 
sincetn friendship fur uoln parlies, but 
weie at the time declined by .Spain, with 
the declaration, nevertheless, ttat at a 
future lime they would be indispensable. 
Xo intimation haa been received that iu 
cue opinion of Spain that lime has been 
reached. And yet ihe stiife continues 
with all its dread horois aud all its in- 
juries to the interests of the United 
States aud of other nation?. 


'•Kich party seetus quite capable of 


working great injury and lUrrmiiO to the 
other, as well as to all the relations aud 
interest dependent on the existence of 
peace in the island ; but they seem inca- 
pable of reaching any adjustment, and 
both have thus far failed of achieving 
any success whereby one paity shall 
possess and control the island lo the ex- 
elusion of the other. 
Under the circum- 


stances, the agency of others, either by 
mediation or by interveuiiun, seems Lo 
be the 
only aileruative which roust 


sooner or later be invoked for i,!iij tmui- 
u.ition of the strife."

COURTESY AND DISCIPLINE WHICH 
PRE- 


VAILED IN THF OLDEN DA VS. 


In an old biography of Chief Justice 


Marshall there is an anecdote which 
gives a significant hint of the discipline 
to which young people were subject in 
that earlier (!ay, says tbe \~outh's C'vm- 


inio>i: 
Several of Uie great jurist's nieces were 


in the habit of visiting him, and as they 
were young aud attractive, the house 
becamo a rendezvous for the leading 
young men of the city during the after- 
noons. Judge Marshall's black major- 
domo, old Uncle Joseph, held a tight 
rein upon these visitors. Every day at 
4 o'clock he would appear at the door of 
the drawing room ia spotless livery and 
with a profound bow would announce: 


"Ladies, his honor, the Chief Justice, 


has retired to his room to prepare for 
dinner. 


"Gentlemen, dinner will be served at 


I 00 o'clock. It is now -J. His honor 
will be pleased if you will remain, and 
covers have been laid for you at the 
table. If you cannot remain, will you 
permit the young ladies to retire to pre- 
pare for the meal ?" 


The gentlemen usually took their 


leave, and the ladies retired iu an ill- 
humor; but 
any remonsUince with 


Joseph was only answered by: "It is 
the rule of the house. 
Young folks 


must be kept within bounds." 


In Virginia houses of the better class, 


notwithstanding their almost boundless 
hospitality, thw calls of young men of 
that day were Btriclly held within lin.it. 
Xo one was received as a visitor to a girl 
unless his antecedents and 
character 


were well known to her parents. 


If hia visit was prolonged until after 


10 o'clock the invitation to family pray- 
ers was given. 
If he seemed likely to 


become an habitue of the house, and so 
to engage the thoughts, and perhaps in 
time tbe alfectiou, of the young girl who 
was its chii'f treasure, her father quietly 
asked purport of his visits, and. if he had 
none other than his amusement, courte- 
ously requested him to discontinue his 
calls.

The unfortunates, being for the most 


part women and children, with aged and 
helpless men, enfeebled by disease aud 
hunger, could not have tilled the soil, 
without tools, seed or shelter, for then 
own support or for tiie supply o£ the 
cities. 


Reconcentration, adopted avowedly as

Texans iu seeking recognition of inde- 
pendence as an incident to the incoipo- 
ration of Texas, in the Union, conclud- 
ing thus:

of events shall have proved beyond cavil 
or dispute the ability of the people of 
that country to maintain their separate 
sovereignty aud to uphold the Govern- 
ment constituted by them. Xaither of 
the contending parties can juglly com- 
plain of this course. 
By pursuing it we 


are but carrying out tbe long-established 
policy of our Government, a policy which 
has secured to us respect and influence 
abroad and inspired confidence at home.'' 


Extreme Test In Tuvus' Cunt'. 


These are the words ot the resolute 


and patriotic Jackson. There is evi- 
dence that the United States, iu addition 
to the teat imposed by public law as the 
condition of the recognition of indepen- 
dence by a neutral Stale (to wit, tbat 
the revolted State shall "constitute in 
fact a body politic, having a Government 
in substance as well as in name, possess- 
ed of the elements of stability," and 
forming, de facto, "if left to itself, a 
State among the nations, reasonably ca- 
pable of discharging tiie duties of a 
Slate") has imposed for its own govern- 
ance in dealing w'tb cases like these, 
and the further condition that recogni- 
tion of independent statehood is not due 
to a revolted dependency until tbe dan- 
ger of its being again subjugated by the 
parent Slate has entirely passed away. 
This extreme test was in fact applied in 
the case of Texas.

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so, I would not deliver my resignation 
to him so that he might deliver it in per- 
son to you, Mr. Chairman. In the same 
connection, he desired that I should 
withhold information of my resignation, 
if I concluded to tender it, from every 
one else until s.fter he had delivered it to 


you. 
This same suggestion was repeated 


about the middle of September, 1890, 
when after tbe reconvened Democratic 
State Convention of J896, which met at 
llarrisburg on September 10 of that year, 
had defeated the resolution calling upon 
the Democratic Kalional Committee to 
declare my position vacant.

AS IT SOW AITEAKS. 


"We were, as a people, inclined to be 


somewhat impatient, with President Mc- 
Ivinley's extreme cine in his considera- 
tions of the Maine disaster, many hoping 
that war would be declared immediate- 
ly ; tat it developea that his course was 
a wise oce, for whatever reason he may 
have pursued it, especially since it ap- 
pears that foreign nations may take part 
in the settlement of the Cuban question. 


We have not yet proven that Spain, 


through its officials, was responsible tor 
the destruction of the Maine, though the 
circumstances indicate its guilt, and un- 
til such proof is obtained we have no 
cause for war with Spain on that ae 
count, such aspropiiety ruiiuhes. 


Furthermore we have but begun to 


appreciate the seriousness of war. and to 
understand how ill prepared we were for 
war at the time oE the Maine's destruc- 
tion ; but great preparations have been 
made since, placing na on better footing 


Spanish cruelties have been so revolt- 


ink', and the destruction of the Maine has 
so incensed us, that it has at times been 
very dillicnlt for any of us to keep cool 
heads, but on rtllection it appears that Use 
President's course has been more nearly 
the right one than would have been a 
cleclaiation of war without stillmient and 
w«ll fomrled cause. 


The 
House resolution, as 
adopted 


last Wednesday in response to the Presi- 
dent's message, and the preamble follow : 


"\ViiniiEA9, The Government of Spain 


for three years past has been waging war 
on the island of Cuba against a revolution 
by the inhabitants thereof, without mak- 
ing any substantial progress toward the 
suppression of said revolution, and has 
conducted the warfare in a manner con- 
trary to the laws of nations, by methods 
inhuman and uncivilized, causing the 
death bv starvation of more than t\vo hun- 
dred thousand innocent non-combatants, 
the victims being for the most part help- 
less women and children ; inflicting intol- 
erable injury to the commercial interests 
of the I'nited States, involving the destruc- 
tion of the lives and property of many of 
our citizens, entailing the expenditure of 
millions of money in patrolling our coasts 
and policing the high seas in order to main- 
tain onr neutrality ; and, 


"WiiKKms, Thia long series of losses, 


injuries and burdens, for which Spain is 
responsible, baa culminated in the destruc- 
tion of Hie United States battleship Maine 
in the harbor of Havana, and in the death 
of 2GO of our seamen ; therefore,

Second, That, moved

many coni-klerations of humanity, of in- 
terest and of provocation, among which 
are the deliberate mooring of our battle- 
ship, the Maine, over a aubmarine mine 
and its destruction ill the harbor of Ha- 
vana, the President of the United Statea is 
hereby directed to employ immediately 
the land and naval forces of the United 
States hi aiding the Republic of Cuba to 
maintain the independence thereby recog- 
nized. 


Third, That the President of the United 


States ij hereby authorised and directed 
to extend immediate relief to the starving 
people of Cuba. 


IS TIIK SKNATE. 


In tl IB Senate the following resolutions 


were reported : 


"\\'HI:UE\S. Tile abhorrent conditions 


which have existed for more than three 
years in tho island of Cuba, so near oui 
own borders, have shocked the moral 
sense of the people of the United Ktates, 
have been a disgrace to Christian civiliza- 
tion, culminating, as they have, in the de- 
struction of a United States battleship, 
'Jfi(j of its oflicc-rs and crew, while on a 
'friendly visit in the harbor of Havana, 
and cannot longer be endured, as has been 
set forth by the Piesident of the United 
States in hi" message of April I I , 1898, and 
upon which the action of Congress was in- 
vited ; therefore, 


"J!.«»/r,<l, I'irat— That the peopleof the 


Wand of Cuba are and of right ought to be 
free and independent. 


"Second—That it is the duty of the 


United Siates to demand and the Govern- 
ment of the Unitpcl States does hereby de- 
mand that the Government of Spain at 
once relinquish its authority and govern- 
ment in the island of Cuba and withdraw 
its land and naval forces from Cuba and 
Cuban wateis. 


"Third—That the President of the 


United Slates, and he hereby is, directed 
and empowered to n^e the entire land and 
naval forces of the United States, and to 
call into the actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several States to 
such an extent a^ may be necessary to car- 
ry these resolution into effect." 


THU &ICNATB TAKUS ACTION. 


The Senate on Saturday adopted the 


resolutions repoited by the foreign rela- 
tions committee demanding that the gov- 
ernment of Spain relinquish its authority 
and government in Cuba and withdraw its 
land and naval forces ; also directing the 
President to use the army and navy of 
the United Statea to carry the resolution 
into effict. 
The Senate added amend- 


ments recogni/.ing the republic of Cuba as 
the true and lawful government of the if- 
iand, and disclaiming any intention on the 
part of the United States to exercise sover- 
eignty, jurisdiction or control over the is- 
land except for its paciiication. 


The Republican leaders in the House of 


Representatives are opposed to concur- 
rence by the House in the Senate resolu- 
tions. Speaker Keed and Representatives 
Dingley, Ualzell, Cannon, Groavenor and 
Paine were in consultation, and the Speak- 
er appeared to be confident that the Re- 
publicans of the House will not yield to 
the Senate on the issue of recognizing the 
goveinmentof the Cuban republic, i Mem- 
bers of the Senate who supported the 
auipnduu'iit for the recognition say the 
Senate ,vill not surrender, so a deadlock is 
possible, owing to the conflict between the 
two Houses. Senator Hoar advises mem- 
bers of the House not to yield, as, he says, 
the Senate will not hold out. 


SfBlOl'-* DISSENSIONS. 


Serious dissensions have arisen in Con- 


gress over tho prospective joint resolution 
to be adopted by the Senate and the House 
for armed intervention in Cuba. The Sen- 
ate's resolution, which provides for the 
recognition of the Cuban Republic, against 
the Ptesident's expressed desiies, is the 
bone of contention. 
The President is 


known to prefer the House resolution, 
which provides for armed intervention 
only, believing that recognition ia an 
Kxecutive function. 
The two branches 


are compelled to adopted one of the reso- 
lutions and Speaker Keed and the Admin- 
istration leaders are working with the 
Congressmen and conservative Senators to 
keep them tirm lor the House resolution, 
believing that the Senate radicals, rather 
than take the blame for delaying action 
very long, will give in. 
It is said in some 


circles that Senator Foraker's action in 
forcing through the recognition plank, is 
simply a continuation of the old Foraker- 
MrKinley Ohio fight. Final Congressional 


twenty-two regiments of infantry and the 
light batteries ot five regiments of artil- 
lery, comprising 20,000 men.

Eleventh, Nineteenth, Twentieth, Twen- 
ty-=ecoud Regiments of Infantry. 


To Tampa, General Wade commanding 


—The Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth, Thir- 
teenth, Seventeenth andTwenty-firat Regi- 
ments of Infantry.

Weyler III Madrid.

the government, but he added : "I have 
offered my services to the Queen. 
I con-

tension between Washington and Madrid." 


Intovroroiico by tlio Powers. 


It ia stated that no attempt ia made to 


deny that the Powers may be exchanging 
notes on the subject of the serious situa- 
tion, but Cabinet officials are almost confi- 
dent that nothing will come of thia at- 
tempt, so far as this country is concerned. 
Spain has made an appeal to the Powers 
and will continue to do all she can to ex- 
cite sympathy for herself and hatred for 
the United Slates. 


It is pretty well settled that President 


McKinley wonld give a tart reply to any 
representation ol the Powers. It would 
not only be firmer than before, but would 
have a little American "ginger" connected 
with it. 


The suggestion of intervention by the 


Powers between Spain and the United 
States excites at the Capitol resentment 
rather than apprehension. 
Such inter- 


vention will not be recognized nor toler- 
ated. 
Mine Story a Myth. 


Efforts made to confirm the truth of the

The potato b'.iglrt, or aiildew, will per- 


II.IJ.H never prove as disastrous in this 
country as it did in Ireland in IS to, ow- 
ing to our advantage ia possessing a 
larger area o£ territory and many cli- 
mates, but tire blight does considerable 


. datttciRe in some sections nearly every 


year aud causes a heavy loss to farmers 
wbo make a specialty of potatoes. Pro- 
fessor ir. C. Sturgis has probably de- 
voted more attention, to this disease than 
any other investigator, aud gave his 
views to the Connecticut Hoard of Agri- 
culture a i'e-.v years ago, aays the Phila. 
llri'"fd, when tire Wight was becoming 
serious, and describes it as a parasitic 
fungus kuown as "phytcphthora infea- 
t,ms." It a potato leaf attacked by the 
fungus is examined it will be found to 
bs curled arid blighted, a blackish color- 
having replaced the green, aud in iieveie 
cases the leaves decay aud emit a disa- 
greeable odor, on the lower surface of 
the leaves being a delicate gray mold. 
It a leal' be placed in water, and a micro- 
scope used, lire gray mold will be seen to 
be composed of very delicate fuugus 
threads r Mug from the interior of the 
leaf 
through the 
minute orifices or 


breathing tubes. These delicate, trans- 
parent threads frequently branch in a 
tree-like manner, and upon the tips and 
side? of the branches are borne great 
numbers of little oval bodies, which are 
the "spores" or seeds, if they may be BO 
termed. As these spores are but very 
lightly attached to the threads upon 
which they are borne they readily fall off, 
and are carried away by winds, currents 
of water, minute insects or other agen- 
cies. sihould a single one of these spores 
alight on the surface of a fresh potato 
leal the slightest morsture, such as dew, 
is sutlicieut to enable it to germinate in 
two or three hours, arid immediately a 
delicate thread begins to form aud enter 
the leaf, or the contents of the spore di 
vide into several parts, which rupture 
the spore and issue separately as oval 
bodies, Ihus repeating the process in the 
manner already stated, a large Held of 
potatoes being attacked in a short time,

There is another somewhat similar 


fungus disease of potatoes, kuown a1- 
"early blight," as it is confined rnostl> 
to early potatoes, the late blight or tnil- 
devv mentior ed above seldom appearing 
before August.

Final- 
ly the fungus confines its attacks to the 
top ; there is no rotting of the tubeis. 
and the losrf 13 consequently snoh as re- 
sults from the pieouituro death o£ the 
vines. 
To identify it. from the late 


b'itjht or- mildew it may be stated th,it, 
Vv'heroHii the lailJew iirst appears as com- 
paratively large, irregular blothes on the 
le.ives, the llrst effects of the eirrly blight 
are usually limited in area, generally ap- 
pearing first at the tips or edi;es arrd us- 
ually around th« margins of the eroded 
spots caused by tire attacks or the Ufa 
beetle, a minute- insect which ia itsell 
Kon-elifrres very destr uutive. Unlike the 
long branching threads of the nrildew in 
tho etUly blight there will be seen upon 
examination rising from the tipper sni-- 
lac« of a leaf that tma iurd a thin .section 
made through tne eilH» of one of the af- 
fected Hj,ots small tutts of short, stout, 
brown threads, orr the tip of each being 
borne a 3ini;le spore 
These spores are 


not easily deatroj ed and are disseminated 
in various ways. 


HOT OF Tl'liKKS—HKMKIHES. 


Plie late blight or mildew does nnl 


limit the depredations to the leaves, as 
the vegetable threads work tbeir v.ay 
down so as to redch the tubers or may 
bn earned down by ruins 
The threads 


rapidly penetrate the tubers and induce 
in them a process of decay which sooner 
or later reduces tha tuber to a rotten 
mass. That, this results from the fun- 
gus may be demoustiated by placing a 
slice of a tuber from a diseased plant un- 
der a glass j<u u hero it can remain moist 
Jir a few hours the cut surface will be 
rovnci with a gray mold as described 
above. 
The spores are known to bo 


b!i(,rt-lived and are probubly presinved 
over winter in the leaves or rotts-n 
tubers. 
The remedy for blight is sul- 


phate of copper. Tliis salt of copper 
mixed with lime is known us the l!or- 
draux mixture, and is made in tire pro- 
portion of six pounds of sulphate of cop 
per (bluestonO and four pounds of lime 
in fifty gallons of water. Pulverize the 
sulphate of copper and dissolve in suffi- 
cient water in another vessel. 
Then 


slowly mix them, adding enough more 
water to make fifty gallons. Tin's solu- 
tion should be sprayed (not sprinkled) on 
the potato plants, care being taken that 
every leaf besatnatedif possible, s'o as 
to prevent any of the spores from es- 
caping the application, and the spraying 
should be done as often as may be ueces- 
siry. To oil gallons of the solution add 
half a pound of Parts green, and the 
rame-dy is then one suitable for the de- 
struction of the potato beetle, as well as 
the blight. Theie is a disease known as 
"scab," winch deserves mention later, 
and it would be well for potato growers 
to use no seed that has not been careful- 
ly selected.

DECLARATIONS OF I AH. 


Tlie relations between several of tbe 


great powers have recently been so se- 
verely strained that the question as to 
how, in the event of war, they will prob- 
ably proceed to hostilities is of deep in- 
terest at the present time.

people consider a formal declaration of 
war necessary before active measures 
can be taken, it is usually the case in 
these go-ahead times that no warning 
whatever is given. 


Whan Borne was mistress of the world 


a declaration of war was a solemn func- 
tion, attended with so much ceremony 
that a special college of heralds was al- 
ways kept in readiness to perform it 
when necessary. 
In media'evul times 


letfeis of deliance sarved to give warn- 
ing of hostile intentions ; and still later 
heralds were sent to throw down the 
gauntlet and make a verbal declaration 
of war. 


In such limes formal declarations wens 


necessary to differentiate between the 
private brawls of a few barons and a na- 
tional war for which the community was 
responsible, but at the present day total 
concealment, as long as possible is the al- 
moirt universal rule. The objects of this 
are usually either to anticipate the da- 
sigua of some other power, to avoid the 
onus of admitting a, state of war asi long 
as possible, or to gain jjrne by swiftness 
of attack. 


The latest instances of formal declara- 


tion by herald were in 1633. when Jjouid 
XIII. gent a herald to declare war 
against Spain ; and in 1657, when Sweden 
declared war against Deumark by herald 
gent to Copenhagen; while as late as 
1071, 
war between England and Holland 


was declared by solemn proclamation. 


The (list instance of the modern cus- 


tom of swooping down upon an enemy 
without warning waa that of the Arma- 
da in 1«)8S ; while the latest was the case 
of Graeco-Turkish war, as the Greek", 
who ware the aggressors, have not yet 
declared war, although the struggle is 
over and they are paying the penalty due 
to their rashness. 


In tha greaternuniber of the eighteenth 


century wars no declaration was made 
till lite war was well advanced, and in 
some CUSPS had gone on for years ; while 
in a tew instances the war began, con- 
tinued and ended without any notifica- 
tion whatever. 
During the latler part 


of the century, however, a commendable 
custom arose of issuing a manifesto or 
noiiOcatioa of the stale of affairs lo all 
ruinous that were expected to observe 
the laws of neutrality — a custom which 
has also been observed in most of 'the 
wars oi the present ceirtruy. 


As the most lecent cases are those 


likely to it ihience the conduct of nations 
in the immediate future, the wars of the 
present century are of the greatest in- 
tei*'st at !he present crisis. 


IM the quarrel between Russia and 


Turkey, which immediately preceded 
the t'riinean war, a formal declaration 
was issued at Moscow by proclamation 
oC lite (.'Bar, and three days later, after 
tbe Turks were well aware of the ttate 
of ntiiiiis, operations were commenced in

IT used to )w the practice of oichard- 


ists to prune and train young trees to 
branch out six feet or more above the 
ground, and mduce them to grow in an 
upright rather tlmn a spreading form, so 
that the brandies would not prevent 
jilowing under and close np to the tree. 
Tda opposite practice ia to tr.iiu them to 
branch out close to tbe ground and make 
low spreading tops. 
Some prefer tire 


latter method. Although it prevents 
plowing close up to the tree trunkj, they 
say the trees do not need it. The shade 
of low-headed titws helps to suppress the 
growth of grass and weeds, and the sorl 
may be kept moist enough by tha appli- 
cation of a little mulch. The low-head- 
ed trees are less exposed to winds, and a 
smaller proportion of the fruit will be 
windfalls. It is believed that such trees 
come into bearing earlier, and that their 
naturally spreading habit of growth pro- 
motes frnitfulness. 
Of course, U is eas- 


ier to gather fruit from a low tree than 
a high one. Host of the fruit from a 
tree trained with this object m view may 
be reached from the groovl or from a 
slipr, t step-liiflder.—Ifart^ n-<l Times.

In the cases of Britain and France less 


consideration was shown. 
War was 


formally declaied by Biilain on March 
±2, ]fc34, and on the 31st it was proclaim- 
ed by the High Sheriff of London from 
the steps of the "Exchange ; but these 
declauuions were made merely to justify 
the step to the people and to ask for 
tbeir approval and help. Before that 
time active operations had commenced 
hy the entry of the British and Frencl 
ileets into the D,udenelles. contrary to 
treaty, and the forced retreat of the llus- 
bian lleftt lo Sebastopool when the allies 
reached the Black Sea. 


On February 8 :he Russian Minister 


was withdrawn from London and the 
British and French Ministers from Si. 
L'tileiabnrft. 
Although such a step 


usirallj precedes war, and ia often re- 
garded as equivalent to a declaration, 
it only signifies that all hope of success- 
ful diplomatic negotiation has been aban- 
doned and that war is likely to ensue ; 
it does not necessai ily imply a state of 
war, such a state requiring home definite 
act of hostility. 


In the opium war of 1S40, the Italian 


wars of 18-17 and 1M9, tha Anglo- Persian 
war of IfeoG, the wars between Austria 
and Fiance in ISO!), Holland and Schles- 
ivig-Ilolsteiu in 1803 and Brazil and 
Uruguay in 1804 various hostile acts 
were cnuinrrLled before any declaration 
of war was made, although in some cases 
mamiebtos were 
issued 
to neutral 


cowers. In the A uatro- Italian war of 
1S50, the Austro- Prussian war of JSOC 
,ind Ilusso-Tuikiah war of 1S77 the dec- 
laration and active operations were prac- 
tically synonymous. In the last-men- 
tioned case, for example, the T?orte le- 
or-ived a copy of the declaration on the 
evening of the 24th of April, the very 
day 50 Oflfl llussian troops crossed the 
Houmauian iioutier. 


The civil war occupies a unique posi- 


tion. The Hortb issued neither declara- 
tion to the South nor manifesto to neu- 
tral nations, because from beginning to 
end they claimed that the Southern 
States were rebels, and consequently 
that there wns no war, but merely a 
huge insurrection. This position, how- 
ever, considering the war votes of the 
Senate, and the proclamation of a block- 
ade, was scarcely defensible, and both

Britain aud France recognized a state of 
war by issuing proclamations ol! neutral- 
ity. 


The most iiotuble instance in the pres- 


ent century of a formal declaration oi' 
war being made before actual operations 
were begun was that ol' tbe Franco- 
Pruasiau war ia 1870. In tlris case tire 
declaration was almost forced, as the 
French, who were the aggressors, voted 
large war credits cm the 151 h of July, 
and on tbe following day the French 
Minister returned to Paris. A formal 
intimation o£ hostile intentions was then 
sent to Berlin and laid before tire Parlia- 
ment of the Sorth German Confedera- 
tion of the 20th of July. 


Thrice has Servia followed the ancient 


custom. In June, 1876, and again in 
December, 1877, she declared war- he- 
Core attacking Turkey, while in 1885 she 
sent an orthodox challenge to Bulgaria, 
which was cordially accepted with all 
due formality. 
With the txcption of these instances 


none of the wars of the present century 
have been preceded by such courteous 
intimation of hostile inteutions, and 
when war next breaks out it is likely to 
cnme "as a bolt from the blue," as sud- 
flen as it Is unexpected.

Ad f,t*t iw vac-iincies 
occur through death or (liaclinrfte or de- 
serl ion—208 deserted last > ear—more ap- 
preutices are accepted ou tlie receiving 
ships, ilost of these come horn Xew 
Vork, where lire Vermont is stationed. 


When an apprentice is accepted, he

Here hu livei in barracks and studies 
reading, writing, geography and gram- 
mar, lie gets good pl.iiu food and plenty 
of it tliree tirt,ea a day.

At, tbe end of six morrths after i'lstruc 


tion begins—that is, about July 1—the 
boys are put aboard Ihe A'hauee and 
sent on a five months' cruise-. The last 
cruise was made by 2GS apprentices, and 
they did all the woik aboard ship. Ou 
this voyage they visited Southampton, 
Lisbon, Fmiolral and Si. Thomas. 


During the first puiiod of iustriiciiou 


and the ciuise the apprentice receives 
69 a month. When tlm Alliance, ret urns 
from her cruise, if he has shown any 
aptitude for his work, he is promoted to 
the second cluss, and he receives there- 
after $1.5 a month. An iipiiicnticeof the 
second class may be sent lo one of the 
receiving stations or to a navy yard for 
duty and further instruction in Hie hand- 
Hug of gnus, in electricity, etc., or he 
may be dene to sea ou one of the bhips of 
the navy. If he develops into a first- 
class seaman, he may be promoted to 
tbe first class and $21 u mouth. That is 
more than ordinary seamen or the raw 
recruits known as "landsmen" receive. 


Altogether the apprentice's life has 


many attractions, bul always It has the 
drawback of strict discipline aud the ob- 
ligation to serve for at loast four years. 
For this reason many of the apprentices 
desert, every year, Rome puvcha-ie dis- 
charges, and few of them, when they at- 
tain their mujirity, nnlist. But they are 
always valuable material for errlislrnent 
in case of war, and the government, con- 
siders the money spent, on their educa- 
tion well invested. 


No ration will keep up a constant 


(low in tbe dairy; for there will behhriuk- 
age as lactation advances, but let there, 
be a generous system of mixed fo ds and 
as few ups and downs in temperature as 
possible, and tbe shrinkage will be at a 
minimum.
